The Legislature has passed sn important 
bill to farmers, to prevent tne growth 
and ripening of Canada thistle. The bill 
provides that it shall be the duty of every 
person or persons, and of every cor- 
poration holding land In the Common- 
wealth, either by lease or otherwise, on 
which Canada thistle may be growing, 
to cut the same so as to prevent such 
weeds from ripening. 

For failure to comply with the act a 
fine is imposed, recoversble before any 
Justice of the Peace, or by indictment in 
the Circuit Courts of the state. 

When any person or corporation 
owning lands upon which said thistle is 
growing neglects or refuses to cut or 
destroy the same, any person feeling 
aggrieved iB authorized, after Ave days'

The road wagons and the short lived 
top buggies and carriages of the farmer 
cost a very pretty penny in the course of 
a year, or a term of years, and they rep- 
resent a service which the electric rail 
road can largely abolish.

operating expenses. What would be the 
An accurate estimate cannot, 
be made here, because condi- 
tions differ so widely in different sections 
of the country; but as close a calculation 
as The Engineering Magazine can make 
In advance, founded on the cost of the 
electric railroads already in ope- 
ration, warrants it in saying that 
90 per cent, of the roadways 
in the United States could be equipped 
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In a district ten miles square— the sur 
face that could be served from a single 
central station— there would be in the 
larger part of the union about 100 miles 
of railway. Then the total cost of track 
for a district ten miles square would be 
,000. This represents a capitalize- 
tion of only f 5 to an acre and an annual 
interest charge of only thirty cents 
With a central power station 1 
enough to operate all the wagon* or 
that would be called in use at one time 
in the district, the capitalization need 
not be more than ttO per acre. This 
would mean an annual interest charge of 
#80 for each 100 acres of land. 

It must be conceded that this does not 
seem like a very heavy tax when we con 
sldor the nature of the service rendered 
available, the great saving in the cost 
and maintenance of horses and wa«ons, 
normous economy of time, and the 
greatly enhanced value of improved farm 
ids. If the interest charge amounted 
•10 per year, and the farmers were 
themselves chiefly the stockholders of 
the electric companies, it would still rep 
resent an economy.

Fire in the M. E. Church. 
The new edifice considerably damaged 

by the twin elements. Are and 1 
Such in brief, is s story of 1 
ing morning. 

Union Thanksgiving services were to 
have been held in the new M. E. Church. 
South, yesterday morning, and the congre- 
gations of the various churches had gath- 
ered there in numbers that c 
filled the building. Rev. Dr. John S. Hays, 
Pastor of the First Presbyterian C 
was to have delivered the sermon 
services hsd been begun by the r 
of the Thanksgiving proclamation of tl 
President and the singing of one hymn. 

Several noticed that something seemed 
to be wrong, and Anally a few who were 
near saw smoke curling up through the 
registers leading from the furnace. A 
hurried examination was made by the 
sexton which developed the fact that the 
Aoor was on Are underneath. The t 
was communicated from ono \ 
another until the whole 1 
became aware that tl 
burning. 

All rose to their feet a 
rations to leave. Sevei 
different parts of the ro 
selves conspicuous by their g 
forts towards reassuring the 1 
children. All of the means of exit 1 
thrown open and in a few n 
person had left the room, which was a 
thoroughly filled with smoke. There w 
not the least confusion, nor the si 
indication of a panic, and but few v 
signs of excitement or fright. The 
sense of sll prevailed. Had it not, there 
would doubtless have been serious acci- 
dents, as eo often happen when people 
become uncontrollable through fear and 
excitement. 

The headquarters of the Washington 
Fire Company are but a short distance 
away, and the Aremeo were on the scene 
even before the congregation had all left 
the building. The other companies 
juickly responded also. Hose was quickly 
sttached to the neighboring plugs and had 
it not been that the Are was concealed 
from view and difficult to locate, the dam- 
age • would have been slight. It was 
thought that the blaze must be compara- 
tively insigniAcant, and it was not wanted 
injure anything with water if it could 
possibly be prevented. 

It may have been that some of the mem- 
bers of the church were over zealous in 
their eagerness to protect the property 
from the ravages of the water. Had the 
Aremen been permitted to exercise their 
own Judgment immediately on their ar- 
rival, tho consequences would probably 
not have been so disastrous. 

The smoke soon became so dense that 
it was almost impossible to remain inside 
and immense volumes rolled through 
every window. It was a sad sight to the 
crowd which Ailed the streets outside, a 
great many of whom were members of 
the church. It was soon evident that the 
entire building was doomed unless prompt 
measures were taken. The Aremen cut 
holes here and there in the Aoor, and as 
soon as the Aames could be reached sev- 
eral streams of water were directed upon 
them and they were quickly subdued. 

The Are originated from some de 
fection in the furnace pipe. Ten minutes 
before it became apparent some of the 
were in the basement and 
everything seemed all right. No careful 
estimate has as yet been made, but It is 
not thought that the damage will exceed 
•3.0OJ on both the building and furnish 
ings. The building was insured for 
•5.000; W.M0 with Duley & Baldwin 
nml 13.500 with Boulden & Parker. On 
the furnishings there is no insurance. 
The elegant carpet on the main Aoor is 
almost a total ruin, being scorched and 
thoroughly soaked with water. The 
pews and other furniture are also con- 
siderably damaged. The beautiful fres- 
coing was at Arst thought to have 
escaped injury but on closer examination 
as fuund to be rather badly smoked. 
The church was only completed during 
the past summer and was dedicated on 
Sunday, the 6th, inst, Just a little over 
weeks ago. It was probably the 
somest building of its kind, all 
things taken Into consideration, in North- 
stern Kentucky. It was the pride of 
e congregation and an object of ad- 
ration of all the people in the city. 
It is understood that repairs will be 
begun at once.

Atlanta, 0*. Nov. 25. — A peculiar 
African craze has been started among 
the Negroes of Atlanta. This time 
than is no agent going about among 
them picking up dollars by pictures 
deftly painted of a land overflowing 
with milk and honey, but well known 
responsible Negro preachers are advis- 
ing their people from tin- pulpits to emi- 
grate to Africa The cause of this new 
and more serious African craze among 
the Negroes is due to a combination of 
circumstances. First, an alleged dis- 
crimination against Negroes on the 
railroads in Georgia stirred np a feeling 
among the colored race. 

Then an order issued by the Consoli- 
dated Street Car Co.. assigning seat/a to 
colored people added fuel to the fire. It 
is certain that the doctrine of emigra- 
tion is being preached from many of the 
Negro pulpits in the city. In Hethel 
church on Wheat street last Sunday 
night tho Negroes wore advised by the 
preacher to "leave this Georgia and go 
to their own country, Africa, where 
they would have equal rights and 
help govern." Among other prospects 
this pulpit orator held out to his sable 
congregation was "street cars of their 
own." Other Negro preachers are 
holding out emigration to Africa as the' 
only future salvation (in a worldly 
sense) of the American Negro race. 
These sermons are having their marked 
effect on those who hear them, and it 
may be that a bona fide emigration to 
Africa will set In. One of the Negro 
preachers has signified a willingness to 
lead tho way.
